A few days 
ago J. Clark, president and general manager 
of the company; D. McLaren, general superin- 
tendent, and H. P. Farrer, chief engineer, left 
Columbus, Miss., on foot for Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
a distance of sixty-five miles, for the purpose 
of viewing the country and locating the line of 
a road between the two points named. The 
construction of this line will give the Mobile 
and Ohio a connection with the Plant railroad 
system and Montgomery, with whose steam- 
ship line the company has already trafiic rela-

Government Vessels Sinking the Rebel Fleet 
in Chilian Waters, 

New York, April 28.—Flint & Co., have 
received a telegram from Valparaiso confirm- 
ing the sinking of the rebel flag ship Blanco 
Encalada, but not confirming the repor of the 
sinking of the rebel ironclad Huascar. A sup- 
pression of the rebellion is looked for at an 
early day. Owing tothe velocity of the govern- 
ment ships they can, at will, attack the rebels 
who are powerless against dynamite. The 
rebels, according to Flint’s views, have no 
forces of importance on land.

VESSELS IN LINE 


FIRING SALUTES AS THE PRESIDENT 
PASSES BY. 


THE MARINE DISPLAY AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


Brilliant Scene on the Bay—Gally Decked 
Vessels in Line—Launching of 
. the Monterey. 


San Francisco, April 28.—Tha morning of 
President Harrison’s marine excursion opened 
with a fog enveloping the shores of the bay, 
but as the forenoon wore on the fog lifted and 
left the harbor sparkling in the sunlight. Along 
the water front numerous decorations, which 
had been placed on houses and shipping on the 
day of the president’s arrival, were retouched 
and augmented, and many vessels not previ- 
ously decorated had strings of flags fluttering 
inthe wind. The yacht clubs of San Fran- 
cisco, Saucelito, Tiburen, and neighboring 
towns, had also decked their boathouses and 
vessels, which did much to enliven .the scene 
in the vicinity of the Golden Gate. 

Out in the stream the Charleston was 
resplendentin her new dressand was one of 
the most conspicuous objects in the way. The 
City of Pueblo steamer which was to carrry 
the party onan excursion, the Haytien Re 
public and other large vegsels, were also 
decorated from stem to stern. . 

The steamers Ukiah and Garden City and 
numeroms small crafts which plied the bay 
were crowded with people so that atthe hour 
of the president's sett vader ny over 10,000 
persons had left the shore to accompany 
on his trip. 

At 10:30 o’clock the Pueblo steamed out into 
the bay from Broadway wharf, and was soon 
followed by the war ship Charleston, and the 
revenue cutters Rush and Corwin, with cus 
tomfhouse and other officers. Asthe Puebip: 
passed these vessels, which had formed inline 
about 300 yards a ,a salute was fired and 
the band which has been stationed on the 
Pueblo, played several patriotic airs. After 
the government vessels swung into line 
other steamers and ¢erafts conveying unofficial 
excursionists made haste to follow. The 
pageant, froma marine point of view, had 
never been excelled on the bay of San Fran- 
cisco. The route followed by the Pueblo ex- 
tended from Broadway wharf along the north- 
west line of City Point to Fort Point, thence 
west to the Whistling buoy, ten miles out to 
sea, stopping to view the fortsand military 
sites, which greeted the president with a salute 
of cannon as the vessels passed. 

THE LANDING OF THE MONTEREY. | 

In addition to those on the vessels there 
were probably 40,000 le who witnessed the 
launching of the coast defense vessel, Mon- 
terey, from thé shore. Every house-top and 
street and every hillside overlooking the iron 
works yards, as well asthe yard itself, was 
literally covered with people. Never was 
there such Interest taken or such enthusiasm 


displayed at any similar eventin this part of 


the country. 

At 4:30 o’clock Mrs. Harrison pressed the 
electric button which sent the vesse! down the 
ways. The navy yard band played a national 
air as she glided into the water, and immedi- 
ately there burst forth the greatest noise from 
steam vessels, to which was added the thunder- 
ing sound of the Charleston’s guns as she fired 
a national salute. Cheerafter cheer also arose 
from shore and from the decks of vessels. The 
launch was entirely successful. The president 
and party then returned to the Palace hotel.

THE JURY SO DECIDES ON ITS FIRST 
VOTE, 


AND THE CROWD ALMOST GOES WILD 


Remarkable Scenea in the Courtroom—The 
People Raise Big Subscriptions for 
Her aud Cheer Her Name. 


BrrmincHam, Ala., April 28.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Julia Martin was acquitted of the charge 
of murdering her brother-in-law today at 5 
o’clock, and when the verdict was read to the 
court, such a demonstration was never before 
witnessed as that which immediately followed. 
Cheer after cheer filled the courtroom, and 
hats, canes, umbrellas and law books were 
tossed in the air by the jubilant crowd like so 
many skyrockets, and the persistent etforts of 
a large corps of deputies failed to restore order. 

HOW SHE RECEIVED THE VERDICT. 

The defendant stood erect, and faced the 
jury when the verdict was read, her face pale 
and her eyes flashing like two coals of fire, but 
when the words ‘“‘not guilty’’ broke on her ear, 
she sank down in her chair, 


only to be quickly picked up 


_ by the crowd, who showed the wildest frenzy 


of delight. 

The Christian ladies who have stood by her 
ever since her trouble, were also cheered by 
the crowd, and offered every manifestation of 
admiration and respect possible to offer. 

OUT ON THE STREETS. 

After the crowd had been gotten under con- 
trol, Mrs. Martin was led from the courtroom 
to the jail, as she expressed a wish to return 
and arrange her belongings and bid goodbye 
to the keepers. While inside the jail, a man 
stepped up and put five silver dollars in her 
attorney’s hand for Mrs. Martin, and the 
crowd seeing the action, followed in line, and 
the clink of silver dollars as they dropped 
first in the attorney's hand and then in his hat, 
was-the only sound that was heard until 
the defendant’s appearance at the jail door, 
ready for departure. Then a mighty cheer and 
clapping of hands drowned all else, and the 
crowd, now numbering at least 500 men, 
women and children, gathered around to look 
at and shake hands with the fair acquitted. 
As she passed the alley, in company with her 
attorneys and lady attendants, and turns. the 
corner, another crowd in waiting took up the 
cheer. Their cries of “long live Mrs. Martin”’ 
could be heard for blocks, and crowds came 
running from every direction, blocking up all 
travel and making the streets impassable. 

THE PEOPLE JUBILANT. 

As she passed down the street she bowed 
her head from left to rightin response to the 
noisy congratulations thus offered, and at 
times stopped to give her hand to some of 
the more determined who blocked her way. 
On First avenue, where she _ stopped 
to take. the dummy, the crowd rapidly 
increased, andeeach minute sent up renewed 
and prolonged cheers. 

MES. MARTIN TALKS. 

In conversation with your correspondent in 
the jail, immediately after her acquittal, she 
stated that she was going to make Birming- 
ham her home, Continuing, she said: 

"Yes, Iam going to live here and support 
myself as best I may be able. I do not know 
what I shalido. What can I do but anything 
that is honest—sewing or anything like that? 
I hope I can get a position of some kind, and 
I am going to try hard todoso. The news- 
papers in and out of the city have been ex- 
ceedingly kind to me, and I want to thank 
them all, and for the present I am going to 
live with Colonel John, my attorney.”’ 

When asked what she thought of the dem- 
onstration in her behalf, with suspicion of 
tears in her voice she laughed and said, point- 
**Oh, I love them all.”’ 

In addition to the silver subscribed at the 
jail, the north side and south side market each 
has raised $100 for her, and other subscrip- 
tions are being started. 

After getting the case the jury was only 
out fifteen minutes anda half by the clock. 
But one vote was taken, and it was for ac- 
quittal.

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A DUEL BETWEEN GAMBLERS. 


Nick Flood Kills Charles Ross in a Roanoke 
Saloon. 

Roanoxe, Va., April 28.—A terrible tragedy 
occurred at Marshall’s cafe in thiscity at 6 
o’clock this afternoon. Nick Flood, son of 
Major John H. Flood, a prominent tobacco- 
nist of Lynchburg, and Charles L. Ross, who 
came here from Washington in February last, 
engaged in a duel with pistols. Ross fell, 
pierced with several bullets, and died in a few 
minutes without speaking. Flood was shot in 
the mouth and breast, but will probably re- 
cover. Both men were gamblers, and the 
shooting was the result of a quarrel ata card 
table about six weeks ago. Some days ago 
they were prevented from shooting each other, 
and placed under bonds to keep the |peace. 
Ross had $712 in his pocket. Flood is a dan- 
gerous character. A few months ago he 
stabbed Martin O’Meara, a Lynchburg tailor, 
nearly to death, and subsequently almost 
killed a man named Payne, of this city, with 
@ billiard cue. 


SUICIDE OF A MOTHER. 


Driven Crazy by the Cruel Treatment of 
Her Husband.

Mrs. Amelia Barnes, wife of Henry Barnes, 
recently of The Arkansas Volkesblatt, of this 
city, committed suicide today at noon by hang- 
ing herself with a binding wire, taken from a 
bale of hay, in the loft of a barnin the rear of 
her house. 

She leaves four small children, two of them 
twins, seven months old. She stood well in 
the community. She was evidently driven 
crazy by her husband, who robbed her of her 
money and deserted her two weeks ago, going 
to Kansas City, and has not been heard from 
since.

This afternoon at 2 o’clock Lane rode to 
Tracy lake, a popular fishing ground three 
miles from the city, and, going toa well, got 
adrink of water and swallowed twenty-five 
grains of morphine, which he had bought 
at Hunt & Shelverton’s. The morphine 
was in a box, and after swallowing the drug 
he threw the lid of the box in the well. 

Lane then walked a short distance to a tree, 
laid down and told an old white man who was 
present what he had done, and that he desired 
todie. He said he had been out of work some 
time and that his wife had told him this morn- 
ing that he was doing nothing to support her 
and her children, and that it was his opinion 
that the best thing he could do was to die. 

Before dying he pointed to his horse, that 
was eating near by, and said that was his ani- 
mal, 

Lane then folded his hands, and was soon 

‘dead. He wes attired ina nice suit of black 
clothes, a standing collar, gold buttons, a straw 
hat and gold watch and chain. At times 
Lane would drink hard, though he tried faith- 
fully to break off the habit. 

It is said that he beat his horse severely 
today when going to Tracy, which lends color 
to the belief that he was drunk when he took 
the fatal medicine, though some think he was 
sober and took the poison while mentally de- 
pressed at being out of work. Formerly he 
was a foreman of the East Tennessee railway. 
Some time ago he was hurt on a railroad, and 
received $300 damages. His latest work has 
been cleaning tombstones at the cemetery. He 
married an estimable lady who deeply mourns 
the untimely death of her husband.

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4 SENSATIONAL ARREST AT THE 
KIMBALL LAST NIGHT. — 


James L. Dunn, of Austin, Texas, Behind 
the Bars for Trying to Get Money 
on Forged Drafts. 


J. L. Dunn, who claims to be of the broker- 
age firm of Dunn & Perkins, of Austin., Tex., 
and in general a prominent citizen of that 
place, is confined at the station house. 

He was arrested last night. by Detectives 
Crim and Cason, charged with forging drafts | 
to the amount of $12,500. 

One week ago today a well-dressed, gentle- 
manly-looking young fellow, accompanied by 
a rather ‘flashy-looking blonde lady, got off 
the Air-Line train aud walked over to the 


Kimball. 
The gentleman wrote on the register: Jas, 


L. Dunn and wife. 

Since putting up at the Kimball the couple 
have conducted themselves very decorously, 
nobody suspecting that they were other than 
what they claimed to be. 

A day or two ago Chief Connolly received a 
letter from Memphis, asking him to. investi- 
gate Mr. Dunn. The letter was put in the 
hands of Detectives Crim and Cason, under 
the orders of Chief Detective Couch, and 
their investigations resulted in the arrest of 
Dnnn at the Kimball last night, as stated. 

But aside from the charge of forgery against 
Dunn his arrest disclosed other somewhat sen- 
sational features. 

Mrs. Dunn, as registered, was not Mrs. Dunn 
at all, but Miss Helen Maurice, a New York 
variety actress and skirt dancer. 

This is what the detectives learned easily 
upon separating the two, and questioning 


them. 

At the station house Dunn was searched, 
and among a small amount of money 
and other things, a will bequeathing all his 
property to Miss Maurice was found. The 
will, which was dated April {20th, specified 
property to the amount of about $20,000. 

In justice to the proprietors of the Kimball 
it should be stated here that, until it is read 
in THE ConsTITUTION this morning they will 
not know that Mrs. Dunn is not Mrs. Dunn. 
Miss Maurice is a pretty skirt dancer. 

This fact was kept quiet, because the girl 
stated that she was going back to New York 


this morning. 

The details of Dunn's alleged crookeduness, 
as gathered from himself and papers in the 
hands of the oflicers, are these: 

Under date of April 23d three sight drafts 
were drawn on three different firms in Mem- 
phis. One of these drafts was on Hill, Fon- 
taine & Co., for $3,200, the other on Toof, 
McGowan & Co., for $3,000, and the third 
drawn on Brooks, Neely & Co., for $3,500. 

All these drafts were drawn in favor of C. 
Guy Corbett & Co., and drawn by J. Stew- 
art Crockett, endorsed to the Southern Express 
Company for collection by C. Guy Corbett & 
Co., im J. W. Watson, attorney. 

Attached to the draft on Toof, McGowan 
& Co., was a bill of lading for 110 bales of 
cotton consigned to that firm from 8S. Stewart 
Crockett, at Columbus, Ga. 

The draft on Brooks, Heely & Co., was at- 
tached to a’bill of lading consigned to them, 
118 bales of cotton, shipped from West Point 
and consigned by Crockett. 

A way bill for 110 bales of cotton shipped 
from West Point was also attached to the 
draft on Hill, Fontaine & Co. . 

All the way bills were of the same date. 
They were all written in thesame hand and 
on the Richmond and Danville blanks. The 
handwriting of Crockett, the consignor, and 
that of the agents names, at the bottom of the 
bills is the same. 

Of course if these way bills had been genn- 
ine, the consignees upon whom the drafts men- 
tioned were drawn could not have lost by cashe * 
ing them, because the cotton alleged to have 
been shipped them would have amply secured 
them. 

But the cotton claimed to have been cons: 
signed did not materialize, and Dunn {fs ac- 
cused of having forged the way bills so as to 
get money on the drafts. : 

Accompanying each draft and way bill was 
a letter from J. Stewart Crockett, referring to 
the drafts and hoping that they would be hon-. 
ored. The enclosed way bills were also men- 
tioned, and Crockett concluded the three let-. 
ters by stating that he would be in Memphis 
on Monday, the 26th. 

These letters were written upon ene bear- 
ing the printed letter head of J. Stewart 
Creckett, cotton dealer, Atlanta, Ga., repre- 
sentative ofC. Guy Corbett &Co., of Liver- 


pool. : 

Investigation by the detectives fail to dis- 
cover any such person as J. Stewart Crockett, 
and Dunnis supposed to be sailing under that 
name in this particular transaction. 

Dunn’s story is that several months ago he 
sold a lot of Texas land to two Englishmen in 
New York by the names of Watson and 
Crockett. 

They were to pay him $40,000 for the pro 
erty, and made a cash payment of $3,000. 
Recently he went on to New York again from 
Austin, his home, to conclude the deal. There 
he met Watson, who told him that his head- 
quarters had been removed to Atlanta, and 
that if he would stop there on his way back to 
Texas the business would be settled. 

Dunn, as he says, came on to Atlanta, and 
met Watson at the Kimball house last 
Wednesday. Watson gave him the drafts on 
Memphis with the wayfbills as a payment, 
and he, believing them to be good, of course, 
forwarded them for collection. 

Dunn claims that if the drafts and bills are 
no good, he is the dupe of Watson. 

He says Watson left Atlanta for Savannah 
last week, and he does not know where either 
he or Crockett is, notwithstanding the fact 
that they still owe him something like $25,000 
on the Texas and deal. 

Just where Watson or Crockett would have 
made any money out of their alleged part in 
the deal the officers fail to see. 

Dutin claims to have considerable property 
in Austin, Tex., and says he owns a contontiing 
interest in The Austin Daily Statesman. . 

He says his firm, Dunn & Perkins, brokers, 
is rated highly by Bradstreet, and that he will 
come out all right when the authorities find 
out who he is.

Next Friday. 

In every civilized country, not excepting 
our own, the authorities regard the approach 
of the Ist of May with some apprehension. 

The labor agitation in Europe has reached 
a point where it is dangerous to law and or- 
der to permit monster demonstrations of 
workingmen in large cities, and it is prob- 
able that troops will be held in readiness 
Friday*to act at 2 moment’s notice. In Bel- 
gium the workingmen will demand uni- 
versal suffrage. In other countries they 
will demand higher wages ora reduction in 
the hours of labor. Here in the United 
' States labor day will be generally observed 
in the north and west, andin many locali- 
ties it will be the beginning of a strike for a 
working day of eight hours, but no sinister 
political significance is attached to the move- 
ment. 

Fortunately we have in our standing army 
of American homes the best safeguard that 
the country could have. Of our millions of 
toilers a large percentage own their homes, 
and a majority of the others look forward to 
the time when they will be similarly blessed. 
Such men make good citizens. They want 
a stable government, and sound laws justly 
administered. “ They abhor lawlessness, and 
have nothing to gain by revolution. When 
men of this class strike or attempt to better 
their condition they do not threaten vio- 
lence, and itis not their desire to injure 
their employers. They may be mistaken at 
times in their methods, but they mean well, 
and their demands should always be thought- 
fully considered. 

There is another element, however, of a 
very different character. It is composed in 
Europe of nihilists, anarchists, communists 
and revolutionists, who would overthrow ex- 
isting governments, and enjoy a career of 
slaughter and plunder under the red flag. 
Some of these misguided men have made 
their way to our shores, where they are 
hanging on the outskirts of labor, and en- 
deavoring to make converts to their Eu- 
ropean gospel of anarchy. These outlaws 
have made their influence felt in some of 
cities, but they are comparatively few in 
number, and have nothing in common with 
the average American workingman. 

Let labor day come and be duly observed. 
We need no soldiers to guard our cities on 
such an occasion. Our home owners and 
home seekers will guard the peace of the re- 
public. If they demand the redress o 
grievances they will be heard, and public 
opinion will aid them in obtaining justice. 
Perhaps a few hangers-on and outlaws will 
attempt disorder and violence. They will 
be promptly suppressed, not only by the 
authorities, but by the law-abiding toilers of 
the land. . 

Let Europe order out her bayonets on 
May Day. With us banners and brass bands 
will take their place. | 


Foreign Immigration. 

Ex-Secretary Bayard, who was Mr. 
Blaine’s predecessor at the head of the state 
department, contributes to The Forum for 
May a very interesting article on the issues 
that have sprung out of.the extrajudicial 
execution of the Mafia assassins at New Or- 
Jeans. These issues may be regarded as 
settled. The whole matter was a tempest in 
a teapot, and the importance .that has been 
given to it was due to the fact that the re- 
publican administration thought it necessary 
to feel around inthe dark and move with 
diplomatic delay. If Mr. Blaine’s last com- 
munication had been handed to the Italians 
at first, the episode would have dropped out 
of sight at once. 

Mr. Bayard’s article, however, is a very 
statesman-like document, and, although it 
covers the same ground as Mr. Blaine’s com- 
munication, it was probably written before 
the republican administration had made up 
its mind as to the nature of the reply it was 
called on to make. Not being bound by 
official considerations, the democratic states- 
man has gone into the matter more thor- 
oughly than Mr. Blaine found it necessary 
to go. 

“Af the principles of law,” Mr. Bayard says, “and 
the arrangements for their exercise declared by 
our courts to be consonant with the provisions of 
the constitution and essential to the preservation 
of individual liberty, can not be peaceably pos- 
sessed and enjoyed by our citizens, and be ac- 
knowledged and recognized as the basis of our 
government, because of the presence within our 
borders of alien subjects and citizens of toreign 
powers whose personal wrongs may not be reme- 
died to their satisfaction, or to that of their 
government, without the impairment and disorder 
of our system, then the time has arrived when the 
unquestionable and sovereign right of the United 
States to determine by positive law who shall be 
permitted to enter our gates and who shall be ex- 
cluded, must be exercised.” 

_ The hint that Mr, Bayard here gives 
might reasonably be expanded. A great many 
People of this country, and among them a 
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that bring them. The theory on which otr 
institutions are based is that this republic 
is an asylum for the poor and oppressed of 
other nations, and it isa theory that may 
easily be stretched beyond the limits of pru- 
dence. Foreigners who come here for the 
purpose of becoming citizens of the republic, 
and who readily assimilate with the people 
here, imbibing a love of: liberty from the air 
they breathe, and understanding and cherish- 
ing our institutions, are welcome now and 
will always be welcome. But we want no 


} assassins and no anarchists; we want no 


foreigners who are not willing to join with 
our people in building up the republic. 


Religion and Political Economy. 

It is useless to attempt to confine Sam 
Jones to any special field of thought and 
action, He isall the time putting down the 
bars and venturing into new pastures. 

The other day at Aberdeen, Miss., ac- 
cording to a report in The Memphis Com- 
mercial, Mr. Jones in the course of his ser- 
mon referred to the alliance and the sub- 
treasury. He told the farmers that they 
were not likely to accomplish anything on 
their present line, for every time the demo- 
crats and republicans acted the rascal they 
were sure to act the fool. He endorsed Sen- 
ator George’s argument against the sub- 
treasury, and said that no true American 
wanted government aid. Economy and 
honest labor would be found the best reme- 
dies. He expressed sympathy for the 
farmers, as they were the ‘‘under dog in the 
fight,’’ and he saidthat he wanted to see 
them turn the big dog over, and get on top, 
but he had no confidence in their methods. 
He deplored the fact that Christian charac- 
ter was not generally as good collateral se- 
curity in business as it is in the case of the 
Hardshell Baptists, who can always obtain 
credit. with sensible merchants, Home- 
stead and bankrupt laws came in for his 
condemnation, and he longed for the day 
when a man’s coat would be taken from his 
back to pay his debts. 

Doubtless the reporter did the preacher 
some injustice in a brief and hurried synop- 
sis of his remarks.' But some people will 
wonder if it is inthe line of Sam Jones’s 
duty to mix lectures on political economy 
with his sermons. If he proposes to deliver 
stump speeches in the pulpit against the 
alliance and the subtreasury he will soon find 
out that he is making a great mistake. But it 
may be that the evangelist has been misrep- 
resented. It is to be hoped that such is the 
case.

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THEIR ANNUAL CONVENTION OPENS 
"LAST NIGHT. 


Discussion of the Needs of Georgia's Public 
Schools—Professor Draper, of New York, — 
Pre nent Meeting Place. 
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Brunswick, Ga., April 28.—[Special.]— 
The meeting of the Georgia Teachers’ Associ- 
ation promises to be one of the most important 
in years. The question of getting better 
schools is realized, of getting better teachers 
especially in the rural district.s 

There are 7,000 teachers in Georgia, and 
Secretary Smith told me he thought 4,000 of 
them were ignorant of the existence of the 
State Teachers’ Association. 

“T wrote to the school commissioners of all 
the counties twice, to get the names of the 
teachers in their counties,” said Mr. Smith, 
“and only forty replied. One of the forty 
wrote.on a postal card that. he did not know 
the names of the teachers in his county, but 
would try and get them for me. This state of 
affairs has: brought a strong demand 
for normal schools, and to the establishment 
of a normal school by the state.”’ | 

THE DEMAND FOR TEACHERS. 

President W. R. Thigpen expressed the 
sentiment of the association on this subject 
strongly to me this afternoon. ‘For several 
years,’ said he, ‘“‘there has been a growing 
demand for better teachers. The people say 
that if they can get good, all-round. men they 
will pay them good salaries, but they will not 
throw away money on incompetent men. I 
know of half a dozen good places open to first- 
class, all-round teachers who have executive 
ability and are acquainted with school manage 
ment. Such men are in demand, and the peo- 
ple are willing to pay them liberally, but they 
are not willing tosquander money on men who 
are not fit to hold responsible’ positions in 
schools. 

“It has been our custom to memorialize the 
legislature,” continued Mr. Thigpen. ‘Our 
committees go there, and have a hearing before 
a legislative committee, but nothing has come 


of itsofar. Nowthe feeling is getting sostrong } 


among the people that something will have to 
be done by the legislature.”’ 

‘What does the teachers’ associationmsk ?” 

“There are two elements in the association. 
The university and its friends wish to make 
that the source of normal instruction. They 
propose to raise money and establish a school of 
pedagogues,on consideration of a certain appro- 
priation by the state. I think the teachers’ 
association will not be satisfied with anything 
less than a normal school, established and 
maintained by the state.” 

The feeling on this subject is very strong. 
Mr. Thigpen, of the Savannah High school, 
has lent himself to the task of moving things 
foreducation in Georgia, and has brought 
down Judge Andrew 8. Draper, superinten- 
dent of public instruction in New York state, 
to help stir up a forward movement here. 

JUDGE DRAPER PRESENT. 

Judge Draper, who is a leader in the Na- 
tional Educationbl Association, comes here 
full of the normal school idea. It is the strong 
point of his own administration, and his ad- 
dress of Thursday. will be sure 
to stir up the normal school sen- 
timent. That sentiment is already so 
strong both here and among the people that a 
little impetus from a man fresh from its suc- 
cessful administration will start a new educa- 
tional movement in Georgia. For a year or 
two the sentiment has been growing, and now 
the cumulative effects of the long 
discussion begin to appear. Hard as 
it has been to get a _ school fund, 
it seems harder to supply the demand 
for trained teachers. The eleven normal 
schools of New York state turn out about 500 
a year and 5,000 are needed. There are 32,000 
teachers whose average term of service is five 
or six years. To meet the deficiency New 
York has training classes to supplement the 
normal schools. In Georgia we are without 
the normal schools or the training classes, 
although in the nature of things, where 7,000 
teachers are employed, about 1,000 go out of 
service and leave that many places to be sup- 
plied every year. These places are largely 
supplied by incompetents. 

Judge Draper remarked this afternoon: 
“There 1s as much difference between a raw 
recruit and a trained teacher acquainted with 
modern methods as there is between a tramp 
doctor and a graduate of one of the best med- 
ical colleges.’’ 

The etfort to supply this demand, or to set 
in motion machinery that will supply it, is the 
distinguishing feature of this meeting of the 
association. 

THE UNIVERSITY SIDE. 

The university side of the normal school 
question is well represented. Chancellor 
Boggs, Dr. H. C. White and Professor Bocock, 
of the chair of ancient languages, are all on 
the ground prepared to push the interests of 
the university. What the outcome wiil be 
cannot be predicted. ‘There may be a conflict 
between the normal school idea, pure and sim- 
ple, and the idea of a school of pedagogues as 
proposed for the university. Dr. Boggs pro- 
poses that a system of fellowship, such as 
they have at Johns Hopkins and Yale, be es- 
tablished at the University of Georgia. The 
idea is to give a graduate desiring to 
teach a __ fellowship carrying an 
economical living with the duty 
of teaching adjunct classes in. the university. 
The chancellor thinks this will combine schol- 
arship with normal training. 

I understand that School Commiczsioner Brad- 
well is coming down loaded on the subject of a 
‘uniform series of textbooks.: That idea does 


not take with the teachers’ association, and 


is not popular in the National Educational 
Association. The body of the teachers not 
only oppose the idea of sterotyping all the 
school children of a state on one pattern, but 
say also that it is absolutely necessary to have 
the textbeoks to suit the needs of localities. 
If this matter is sprung on the teachers it will 
provoke a warm discussion. 
A PERMANENT MEETING PLACE. 

The board of directors took important action 
this afternoon on the cuestion of a permanent 
home. The association has had several proposi- 
tions looking to the establishment of a per- 
manent meeting place. Last year the St. 
Simon’s Land and Improvement Company 
offered them a site on St. Simon’s island, be- 
tween the lighthouse and Long island. In 
addition to the site $500 in cash was offered. 
Itisintimated that the Cumberland island 
people propose to offer inducements of a like 
character. In order to avail itself of these 
liberal offers, the association has secured a 
charter, which was approved by the directors 
this afternoon. The association is incorpor- 
ated, with $25,000 capital stock, in $10 shares. 
The idea is to accept one of the propositions 
before the board, and build a home for the as- 
sociation as a permanent meeting place.

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GOVERNOR NORTHEN THINKS AE’s 
RIGHT, AND TALKS THAT WAY. 
The Needs of Normal Institutes—The Gov- 


ernor Talks About the Separation of 
Convicts—A bout the Capitol. 


Governor Northen left last night over the 
East Tennessee road for Brunswick, where he 
goes to attend the teachers’ convention. 

Among other matters to be considered there 
will be the location of Peabody institutes for 
the coming summer, and the consideration of 
the state’s need for normal schools. 

“After talking with Commissioner Brad- 
well,” said the governor yesterday, 

“I have concluded that the best thing to do 
this yearis to have three institutes—one in 
south Georgia, one in middle Georgia and one 
in north Georgia, at points most convenient to 
the teachers,’’ 

*‘Have you selected the sites as yet?” 

“No, we think it best to consult with the 
teacbers on this question and find out from 
them what points are most accessible. Our 
object, of course, is to locate them so they will 
do the greatest good to the greatest number.” 

The governor wenton to talk about the 
need of normal education, and incidentally on 
the points suggested by Dr. Curry in his in- 
terview in Tue CONSTITUTION, 

“Along back in 1878,” said the governor, “‘I 
passed through the house, and had passed 
through the senate a bill establishing a normal 
institute. That was done with the co-opera- 
tion of Dr. Sears, who was the agent of the 
Peabody fund at that time—the same position 
which Dr. Curry now holds. It was the 
hardest job I had to do in the legislature. The 
sentiment seemed so strongly against it that 
even after the bill passed, Dr. Sears concluded 
it was best not to attempt the matter at that 
time, and that was a)! of that movement.”’ 

“But the suggestion of Dr. Curry’s that 
Georgia help herself is a good one, is it not?’’ 

"Most certainly. Georgia is too rich a state to 
be in the attitude of asking aid from anybody 
outside. I think she not only should do her 
share, but what we need is a good, strong nor- 
inal school, and it ought to be a state institu- 
tion. Weoughtto give our teachers every 
possible facility for self-instruction, as in that 
way we can best elevate the tone of the 
schools and increase their power for good. 
These normal schools have done good. They 
may not have done as much good as was possi- 
ble, but they have undoubtedly been of value 
to the teachers of Georgia, and I hope the leg’ 
islature will see that provision is made for this 
sort of education in the future. We certainly 
cannot do too much in the way of education.’’ 

The Female Convicts. 

No definite decision has been reached as yet 
as to the disposition of the female convicts of 
the penitentiary. 

Some time ago, it will be remembered, the 
lessees went to the governor and talked over 
with him the matter of the disposition of these 
convicts. They all agreed with the governor’s 
idea of the necessity of the separation of the 
sexes in the penitentiary; but, as stated at the 
time, those lessees, who have overated the 
broom factory, have lost money by it—$2,600 
the first year.and $1,900 the second year; and 
they are in something of a quandary as to 
what they shall do. 

That conference broke up without anything 
definite being done. Mr. James made a prop- 
osition to take the female convicts from the 
other lessees and to put them at work farming, 
if they would pay the cost of transportation to 
his farm and would pay the state’s half. He 
offered to either give or take in this proposi- 
tion. That, however, did not meet with favor, 
and another proposition made fell through in 
the same way. That was the organization of 
a separate stock company to take these female 
convicts, and hiring an outside manager to put 
them at work at whatever might be deemed 
best, 

All thege propositions were discussed, but 
none of them met the universal approval. 
Finally the lessees retired, making this state- 
ment to the governor: ‘Now we will do just 
what you say forustodo. We will put them 
at anything that you think we should put 
them at. We would like for you to decide 
this question.” 

The governor didn’t feel called upon to go 
that far, and told them so. 

Yesterday he was talking about the matter, 
and in the course of his conversation said: 

“I didn’t feel that,1 ought to tell these gen- 
tlemen what disposition they should make of 
their convicts—that is, what special work 
they should put them at. I shall say to them, 
however, that the female convicts must be 
separated from the others, but I shall leave it 
to them todecide what they consider the best 
disposition to make of them. I could say to 
these gentlemen, you must put them to work 
making brooms; and I have no doubt that 
they would do just as they say—that is, just as 
I suggested to them, but I.don’t feel that it is 
my duty to go that far.”’ 

‘*However, one argument in favor of the broom 
factory may be that the women asarule are 
long-time convicts. Women are not sent to 
the penitentiary except for extreme crimes, 
and then they are given adequate punishment, 
The fauit with the broom factory at the outset 
was that the women were not skilled in the 
work, and it is a kind of work which requires 
skilled labor, It might pay in the long run, 
considering, as I said, the fact that the women 
are long-time convicts, for the lessees keep 
them at the work, and educate them until they 
become skilled. Butthat isa mere sugges- 
tion. All that lam going to insist onis that 
they be separated.” 

The Railroad Commission, 

The railroad commission met yesterday 
morning to hear the lumber cases. After the 
commission court had been formally opened, 
Mr. Amorous, on behalf of the lambermen, 
asked that, owing to the absence of materia] 
witnesses whom it was impossible to procure 
at that time, the cases be declared discontin- 
ued, with the privilege, however,of reopen- 
ing them whenever it was possible to do so 
with the witnesses present. This request was 
granted.

THE EQUITABLE BUILDING. 


The Workmen Constructing the Steel Foun- 
' dations to Support the Large Piers. 
| A building with a steel foundation. 
The main piers of the Equitable building 
il rest on hard metal. 
Theenormous weight of the handsomest 
Structure in the south, the rival of the magnifi- 
went office buildings in the east and west, will 
‘be on a foundation firmer than solid granite 
and more durable than any stone. 
Yesterday the workmen were placing the 
steel beams of the four larger piers. 
On a base of solid concrete, fifteen inches 
thick, the stee] beams rested. They are placed 
about six inches apart and are connected by 


‘tron rods. 

| Between them the best concrete is 
‘tightly packed. The beams are so shaped 
thas when the _ concrete hardens it 
will be impossible to move them. 
Across these beams others. are laid 
and c\nnected in the same way. On this the 
polid «one will rest, and on the stone a large 
iron cup for the pillars. : 

There are four of these steel foundations. 
Where the greatest weight rests they are 
twenty-one and a half by eleven and a half 
feet, and are so solidly constructed that the 
weight will rest on the base only. 

One of the foundations is we built of 
steel rails placed in the same manner as the 
beams.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 28.—The stock market today dis- 
played a marked decrease in its activity, but also 
marked an improvement in its tone over that of yes- 
terday, and while material advances were scored in 
the general list, cessation of pressure to sell and uni- 
form improvements in values went a great way to re- 
store confidence among the smaller class of specu- 
lators, who were inclined to think that a reaction of 
large proportions had begun. Events ofthe day also 
developed the fact that, while there have been heavy re- 
alizations during the last few hours, most ofthe sell- 
ing as claimed by bulls was short stock, and the fail- 
ure to bring abont any material concession in prices 
has compelled halfin that direction for the time being. 
Grangers today again came to the front as the leading 
group of stocks, and the movements among specialties 
were of less consequence than usual of late, although a 
sharp advance and decline in Jersey Central were an 
exception. Buying in Union Pacific, St. Paul, Bur- 
lington, Louisville, New England and some others 
gave evidence that a steady demand was still there, 
and absence of pressure to sell decreased the only 
volume of business, and allowed the market to show 
its inherent strength, despite the hammering of local 
bears throughout the day at intervals. In fact, selling 
to realize profits by bulls has been so heavy that there 
was a strong feeling prevalent that areaction must 
ensue, and the resistance shown today was a surprise 
to both bulls and bears. The opening gave no trace of 
yesterday’s weakness, but the first prices were from 
1, to % per cent better than last night’s figures, which 
advance was not fully maintained in early 
trading, owing tothe renewal of the pressure of short 
sales. When this was removed, however, prices ad- 
vanced, though slowly at first. Later marked gains 
were made, and many of the leading active shares 

‘scored a material advance for the day, while a hand- 
some rise of 2%; per cent in Jersey Central was nearly 
all lost. Reactions occurred from time to time, keep- 
ing the market down close to the level of the opening 
figures, but the close was fairly active and firme to the 
best prices.

TURNED OVER BY THE LESSEES 


Discussed by Governor Northen Before the 
Commission Yesterday—Some Misap- 
prehensions—Argument Continues. 


Governor Northen was on th@ stand as a 
witness before the Western and Atlantic com- 
mission for a short time yesterday. 

His testimony was heard and will be passed 
on by the commission today. 

The commission met in the senate chamber 
yesterday morning, all the members of the 
commission and all the attorneys being pres- 
ent. 

A SLIGHT MISAPPREHENSION. 

A question was put up on Saturday, on 
which there seems to have been a misappre- 
hension. The facts are as follows: 

The chairman called the attention of coun- 
selto a pamphlet published in 1872, by the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, defending the 
Jessees against aspersions by certain parties, in 
connection with the leass of the road. 

The attorneys of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad resisted the introduction of the 
pamphlet or any part of it, on the ground that 
it was not an official paper and bound no one, 
being &@ mere expression of opinion which 
could have no effect, being promulgated after 
the lease was made and could bave had no ef- 
fect one way or the other. 

The attorneys forthe state maintained, on 
the other hand, that it wasa history of the 
transactions of the times, and properly admissi- 
bie, just as the history of the condition of the 
road, its improvements and so forth. 

The commission took the question under 
advise:nent, and yesterday morning ruled that 
they would admit everything designed for the 
public, aside from the correspondence. The 
strong pointin the evidence admitted is con- 
tained on the title page, in which the lessees 
pledge themselves to return the road “in bet- 
ter condition than we received it.”’ 

THE GOVERNOR TESTIFIED. 

Another important question was sprung on 
the commission. 

One day last week, Mr. Brown introduced 
certain receipts from Governor Northen to 
Joseph E. Brown, president of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, which the attorneys 
for the lessees claimed was a settlement of the 
lease question. 

Mr. Anderson asked to introduce Goy- 
ernor Northen to prove that it was 
intended in no sense as a final settlement, but 
as a receipt for certain cars, locomotives, etc., 
without even acknowledging the value placed 
upon them by the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road officials. 

The governor was about to go away from the 
city, and the evidence was received with the 
understanding that the court would pass upon 
the admissibility of it at a later period, soit is 
not to be regarded asin yet. Itis only those 
who can read between the lines that can meas- 
ure its pertinency, or the probability of its ad- 
mission. 

At 1:30 the committee took a recess until 4 
p.m., when Mr. Brown continued his argu- 
ment until 6, andan adjournment had until 9 
o’clock this morning.

ATLANTA PROPERTY BRINGS SUCH 
PRICES EVERY DAY. 


The Copenhill Sale Yesterday Regarded as 
Something of an Eye-Opener—Who 
Bought and What Was Paid. 


The Copenhill Land Company’s sale yester- 
day afternoon was an eye-opener. 

Nineteen lots were sold at an average price 
of over $1,200 per lot, the a®erage size of the 
lots being considerably less than a half acre. 

One lot of less than a half acre sold for 
$2,525. 

Captain J.C. Hendrix and Dr. Henry L.. 
Wilson conducted the sale of the land com. 
pany, alternating in auctioning off the lots. 

Tie crowd that attended the sale was one of 
the best of the season, and the fact that nine- 
teen lots were sold in two hours, at the figures 
named, shows how the bidding was. 

The Copenhill Land Company’s property 
lies some distance from the city limits, north 
of Inman Park about a mile. 

It is accessible by the Edgewood branch of 
the Fulton County Electric line.

SIMPLE TALKS ON THE EYE. 


“The proper study of mankind is man.” If this 
be 80, then it is not amiss to consider one of the 
most important parts in the make-up of a man, 
Viz.; his eyes. 

The eye is curiously and wonderfully formed, 
and itis the most perfect optical contrivance. It 
is apparently complicated, and yet it is simple 
It is strong, and yet in a certain way delicate. It 
receives the light, allows it to pass through the 
aqueous humor, crystalline lens, and vitreous hu- 
mor, whose function itis to properly assort and 
distribute the rays and throw ther on the retina. 
Thus we have the sense of sight. The eye is called 
upon frequently to work two-thirds of the 
time, and it performs the task reli- 
ably and  uncomplainingly until _ tired 
nature can hold out no longer, then the assistance 
of glasses is required. Glasseyare used mainly by 
— for presbyopia or old sight as it is called, 

his occurs at the age of forty and forty-five, and 
is 6asy to correct, if glasses are used in time. In 
young persons the ciliary muscle contpacts and 
makes the crystalline tens more convex, but, as 
one grows older, the muscle becomes Jess able to 
do this work, and the crystalline lens grows 
harder, and it is necessary to apply convex glasses 
of proper strength to correct this deficiency. A 
few of the other defects of vision are mentioned 
and illustrated below. 


SHOWING A PERFECT EYE. 

In tho above illustration it will be seen that the 
emmetropic or perfectly formed eye is adjusted 
for parailel rays of right. In such an eye the rays 
enter, pass through the crystalline lens, and the 
other refractive media and focus exactly on the 
retina at the back. The impression is then con- 
veyed to the brain through the optic nerve, and 
the result is perfect vision. 

It is frequently the case that, by reason of de- 
fective construction of the eye, the distance to the 
retina is too great and the rays focus before reach- 
ing the retina. 


DIAGRAM OF MYOPIC EYE. 

This condition causes myopia, or near-sighted- 
ness, as it is generally called. The above cut shows 
this defect plainly. Another type of impertect 
vision is illustrated bere. 


THE HYPERMETROPIC EYE. 

This is the reverse of myopia, in that the dis- 
tance from the lens to the retina is too short. The 
rays do not focus onthe retina, and thus the 
hypermetrope has blurred and indistinct vision. 


DIPLOPIA. 


This causes a person to see double, and is not s0 
common as the other defects noted above. It is gen 
erally corretted by the use of lenses ground in the 
form of prisms. For hypermetropia convex 
lenses are worn, and cases of near-sightedness are 
relieved by concave lenses. There are many other 
defects that cannot be spoken of now, on account 
of lack of space, but we will say «few words 
about astigmatism, from which many persons 
suffer. It is caused by a want of symmetry in the 
cornea, and there are several varieties of the 
simple andcompoundastigiaatism. Lt is treated by 
oculists and cylindrical Jenses prescribed and they 
are furnished by the optician. Numbers of peo- 
ple, including children, have frequent headaches, 
and do not understand the cause. Itis often the 
result of astigmatism. In civilized countries,and 
especially among students at colleges and unil- 
versities, the percentage is constantly increasing 
of those wio wear glasses. Their use enables the 
student who has weak eyes to study without dis- 
comfort or fatigue, and thus keep up with the 
class. 

Among those who supply glasses of all kinds, 
there is none so well known to the public as the 
optician A. Kh. Kawkes. Starting many years ago 
in a modest way, his reputation grew for aking 
none but the best glasses. His business increased. 
He established one of “his houses in 
Atlanta. This being a peculiarly favor- 
able location for him, his trade 
rapidly increased in volume, He then decided to 
concentrate his energies in building up the greatest 
business of this kind that has ever been carried 
on. His branch house at Austin, Tex., was closed 
and consolidated with this. He ereeted machin- 
ery for grinding all kinds of lenses.

The plant is operated 
by an electric motor of great power. While there 
are several other factories in the south for grind- 
ing the surface of lenses, they are all simple ma- 
chines, and cannot compare in extent, perfection 
nor completengss with that of Mr. Hawkes.
